platforms before candidates were no- 
minated, was set aside and Its place 
filled by an ex-olflclo convention to 
bo held nt regular Intervals under 
the law, where the candidates them-

taorlty. and "authorized to .formulate 
the state platform of their party.* 


Here Is a provision from the'bill, 


all unloosed for, relating to a third 
ex-olflclo party convention: 


Section 
28. The 
congressional 


committee of each' district shall meet 
with the nominee at the call of UK 
chairman as .soon as may be, after 
the nomination has been • declared, 
and formulate a platform for such 
congressional nominee and district." 


This was the smallest of the three 


stated party conventions 
provided 


for In the bill to which I have called 
attention. It was to.be held "to for- 
mulate a platform for tho concession 
al nominee." and his 
district. In 


view of the control given to the can- 
didate for congress over his district 
committee, under section 24, of the 
bill, to which I have called attention 
In a former communication, Jt Is fair 
to presume that the meetings of his 
conventions would bo characterized 
by unanimity of thought1 and action. 
The cumulative -proxy voting of the 


members of the city, county, assemb- 
ly and state central committees was 
a feature of the bill which I should 
call convention-like. It was. to say 
the least,' a most Interesting addi- 
tion to the "powers usually exercis- 
ed by such committees."

contains a chapter .of horror, relating 
to conditions of child labor In the 
South, that should arouse a spirit of 
righteous Indignation throughout the 
land.

When; the mill owners of Massachu- 
setts, decided a few years 
ago, to 


transfer ' their., manufacturing Indus- 
try to,tho southern, states, the argu- 
ment used, was. that the mill should 
be located near the raw material, to 
save transportation 
charges. This 


was a plaitsable argument, 
but ac- 


cording to Mr. Hubbard, was not the 
principle reason. The Now England 
state Is' noted for humane laws, that 
do not exist In the South and the 
mill men discovered that a plant cost- 
Ing $1,000,000 with a pay roll of ?C,000 
per week. In tho east, could be oper- 
ated for. 14.000 per week .In South 
Carolina, and the $100,000 per 
year 


saved, would pay a 10 per cent divi- 
dend. There are today seven of these 
mills located.In th'e vicinity of Colum- 
bus, S. C., and an army of children 
from five .to twelve years of age, are 
being murdered by Inches to gratify 
New England greed. The 
children 


belong to what Is known as the "white 
trash" of the South. 


Employment agencies 'canvass the 


state, arid wherever they find tho 
family of a "cracker." which usually 
means from half a dozen to a dozen 
children, a contract Is made xvlth the 
bead of the house, to furnish employ, 
ment for flve years, to the mother 


for a day. People camp on the trail 
of these hidden forces, build homos 
and create cities, with a feeling of 
security that IB always difficult 
to 


understand.
